O promote the safety first movement the 
Standard Oil Company (Indiana) has created 
within its own organization 24 separate and 
distinct inquisitorial bodies to investigate acci- 
dents involving Company motor equipment.

Get a bat which fits the grip of the 


hands and your natural swing. Many 
players are 
handicapped by a bat 


which is entirely too heavy for them. 


A heavy bat is going to interfere 


with your swing and 
your 
follow 


through cut at the ball when 
you 


have been fooled by the change of 
pace from the pitcher. 


A practice rule which I believe is 


beneficial for every player is to aim 
the ball back at the pitcher. 
Try 


this. 
When you are hitting 
either 


Hners or grounders back at the. pitch- 
er you are hitting good balls. 


At the 
start 
accuracy is better 


than distance. 
Occasionally you may 


hit a wild pitch over the fence, but 
a wild pitch batter is easy to fool. For 
this 
reason I am advising 
you to 


develop this accuracy as it will teach 
you to keep away from the wild ones. 


There are different types of pitch- 


ers. You must study the type before 
you.For the one who uses mostly speed 
it is a good idea to take a bit of dis- 
tance between yourself and the plate. 


For the pitcher who 
has curves 


which break on the outside you can 
crowd in a bit. 


Do not neglect batting practice. It 


is most important to the development 
of any player. 
I am speaking from 


experience for I did not hit .300 until 
I entered the National League. Keep 
close tab on your front 
foot. 
See 


where you place it. Do not throw it 
to the foul side of the line when you 
step in for your swing. Move straight 
through while you are ready to meet 
the pitch. 


These are just a few of the import- 


ant theories I have closely adhered 
to in my career as a player. 


I feel that close study of the op- 


position's pitching, constant effort to 
correct my faults and a willingness 
to listen to advice offered by players 
I regarded as great hitters, has done 
wonders to,improve my hitting. 


Any player can improve his bat- 


ting, if he makes up his mind to.
